COMMISSION GOVERNMENT. 


The 
sixty-eight 
municipalities in 
this country now operating under the 
commission form of government had 
in lyoo a total population of 1,202,836 
The indications are that bebween two 
ar.d three times that number of peo­ 
ple will be governed locally vritbin 
the next year. 
, The Illinois legislature has author 
izod the establishment of 
th e com- 
mipsfon plan in any city of the state 
of 200,000 population or less—that Is 
to say. in every municipality 
e x c e p t 
Cnicago*. The probabilities are that 
many cities will take early advantage 
of the opportunity. 
There are numerous 
cities 
in 
number of other states that are only 
waiting for favorable action by their 
$ tato legislatures to inaugurate the 
reform . The form of government au­ 
thorized by the Illinois legislature is 
much the same as that now operative 
in Des Moines and other Iowa cities 
There will he no wards or districts 
but a mayor and four commissioners 
at large will be elected by the peo- 
pl--, and all the city’s affairs will be 
turned over to them for a four-year 
term,exeept m atters relating to the 
acbools and parks. 
All franchises m ust be 
submiUed 
to popular 
vote, 
and provision isi 
made for the removal of any munici­ 
pal officer by the same m eans. No 
cr*Siiiahce passed by the commission­ 
ers will Vo Into effect for thirty days, 
during which perio<| ten per cent oí 
the voters can obtain referendum on 
ihe ordinance bv signing a petition 
to that effect. 
The great hindrance to the rapid 
advance of this movement Is the in­ 
fluence of politicians who are oppos 
ed to substituting business methods 
for the ^present partisan control of 
municipalities.

Rock Island has b een steadily equip­ 
ping their through trains with the 
new all-steel 
equipment—cars 
that 
are constructed of steel 
from 
the 
iinderframe to the top of the roof. 
With their recent orders for more 
cars and the initiation of their new 
summer time card the Rock Island 
will equip all of their trains through 
Topeka with the all-steel cars. 
Imagine a train pulling into a sta­ 
tion with a 
massive 
Pacific 
type 
Iraijer locomotive (nb t a 
piece 
of 
wood in the entire construction) fol­ 
lowed with a mail car a smoker, two 
chair cars and 
two 
Pullmans—all 
these care looking 
like 
miniature 
b attleships on wheels. 
This is just what you will see on 
the Rock Island after Sunday. 
The 
road ha.s iilaced orders with the steel 
car comptiiics for hundreds of these 
cars, and it is b ut a question of a 
short time until all of the Rock Is­ 
land equipment on all of the trains, 
with the ex ception of a few b ranch 
line plugs, will b e made up entirely 
of steel cars. 
To the passenger Vho has never 
taken a trip 
in one of* these steel 
cars it is hard to imagine their con­ 
struction and their safety. 
However, 
the Rock Island has b een 
using 
a 
numb er of these cars in their Tu- 
peka service and several people have 
b ad occasion 
to use them in their 
trips to the west and to the east. 
Tiiese new all-steel cars are called 
‘indestructib le” 
and 
it 
has 
b een 
proven in two wrecks of the Rock 
Island that it is almost impossib le 
to smash and destroy one of these 
new' 
passenger 
coaches. 
In 
one 
wreck the wreckage took 
fire 
and 
evcTv car on b oth sides of an all- 
steel 
coach 
was 
b urned 
to 
the 
trucks. In 
ano ther 
wreck 
three 
cars 
fell down 
afifty- 
toot 
emb ankment 
and 
all 
were 
smashed into kindling wood with the 
ex ception of the steel chair car filled 
with passengers—and a few b roken 
windows constituted the entire dam­ 
age to this car. 
No one w^as hurt. 
The new steel coaches are non- 
wreckab le and non-b reakab le. 
They 
are b uilt of solid steel. 
The cars are 
first made in a heavy steel frame 
a 
massive underframe with steel gird­ 
ers runuiug the entire length of the 
car for protection against collisions 
and a heavy steel frame for the su- 
lierstructure. 
’ On the floor of the steel under 
frame is spread solid concrete. 
This 
is covered with rnb b eroid and makes 
the car flooVs. 
The sides and the 
roof of the car are steel—the only 
wood in the coach is around the win­ 
dow frames and a small veneer b e­ 
tween the windows qn the inside. 
There is no wood b n the outsido 
of the cars. 
When ^ they are pulled 
into the- station they look like hqge 
armored cruisers—the 
steel 
plates 
run from the underframe up and over 
the roof, s(’curely rivlted on the out­ 
side. 
This gives the cars a massive 
appearance. 
With solid 
steel 
con­ 
struction, ceéient floors and 
heavy, 
six -wheel trucks, together with elec­ 
tric lights, electric fans new patent 
ventilators airing out the car every 
tew minutes, there is on the road an 
equipment that cannot b e improved 
upon in the United States-

sengers to take dinner.

There was a mass meeting held at 
the Sedalia theater Friday night, the 


purpose of which w'as to giro the 
strik ing m achinists of the Missouri 
Pacific shops all opportunity to ex ­ 
plain their side of the controversy to 
the public, giving the causes of the 
strik e 
and 
the 
present situation. 
There was a large crowd in attend­ 
ance, the lower floor of the la”ge op­ 
era house being pack ed and the bal­ 
cony comfortably filled. 
A. L. Prin­ 
gle, a member and former president 
of the m achinists’ local lodge, presid­ 
ed at the meeting, and the speak er 
of the evening was J. D. Buck alew, 
vice president of 
the 
International 
Association of M achinists, w’hose of­ 
fice and headq uarters is in W ashing­ 
ton, D. C. 
. 
L 
Members of the machinists* lodge 
and their families were seated on 
! the stage and their presence gave ev­ 
ery indication of the sfwherity of the 
men. 
Mr. Buck alew* made a very 
interesting talk which was well re 
ceived by the audience ,and he plain­ 
ly stated the men’s position 
in an 
able and straightforw ard manner. 
A 
synopsis of his address follows: 
“Tlffe controversy between the ma­ 
chinists 
and the 
Missouri 
Pacific 
Railway company is one of vital im­ 
portance to the citizens of Sedalia 
and one 
that every citizen 
should 
k now of, and w'heii they hear our 
side of the case I feel confident thej 
will bear w'ith us and agree that we 
are right w’hen we refuse condition? 
that will in a measure decrease our 
earnings, instead of increasing them, 
as many have been made to believe 
“One of the main causes of this 
strik e is the msl.stence on the part 
of the railroad company that the men 
work what is k nown 
as 
a 
‘twelVe 
hour lap shift.’ 
Our order has had 
contract agreem ents w'ith the com­ 
pany for the last nine years, and in 
each agreem ent the work ing hours 
of our men w’ere plainly stated; but 
now the company attem pts to force 
upon us a sj'stem 
of 
rules 
under 
w'hich our men can be called upon to 
go to work at any tim e and work the 
full nine hours. 
Under that system 
the company could demand that part 
of our men go to work at a certain 
hour, say, at 6 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing, and w'ork until 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon; another^set of men go to 
work at 7 o’clock and w'ork until 5 
o’clock , and another set of men from 
8 until 6 o’clock , and so on. 
This 
system is very objectionable lg our 
men, and fto other road In the coun­ 
try is work ing its men under that 
plan. 
The men on this road w'ork ed 
regular hours until the strik e was 
called, 
and 
all 
work ed the same 
hours, under the system k nown as 
bulletin hours,* and so rre the men 
now w’ork ing who took the strik ers’ 
places. 
Some of the company’s offi­ 
cials claim that the company never 
intended t© adopt the ‘lap .system’ 
ex cept in roTOid houses and then to 
m ak e it apply only io night men, but 
the agreem ent offered the men by 
the company did not so state; and, 
to the contrary, under the pvoiiosed 
system the men could 
be 
required 
go to work at any tifoe of tho day or 
night and this system would he very 
objectionable to the men and it would 
he hard to k eep a good class of ma­ 
chinists work ing under such condi­ 
tions. The company also proposed to 
mak e men work the standard work 
day instead of bulletin hours. 
This 
would mak e a machinist, no 
ma tter a t 
w'hat hour he might be called to work , 
to work full nine ho\irs before he 
would be entitled to overtime. 
This, 


no other road ask s the men to do.

“The other serious objection is the 
company’s proposed clause 
in 
tho 
agreem ent relating 
to 
apprenti-’cs. 
I'nder our old agreomicat 
and 
pre­ 
vious agreem ents the company em­ 
ployed one apprentie-3 to each shop 
and one additional aprm tlee to each 
five machinists 
empioved 
in 
such 
hop; but under the charge insisted 
upon by the company they would be 
allow’ed to employ one apprentice to 
every five m achinists 
employed 
on 
the system, thus aprJying the ratio 
to the entire system instead of to 
each shop.Under thit 
system 
the 
company could place all of 
its 
ap­ 
prentices employed on 
the 
entire 
system in one shop, and 
while 
it 
might he w'ork ing the men shorter 
hours over the 
system, 
generally, 
yet they could have all the apprea- 
lices at one shop and 
w*ork 
them 
full time and have them do machin­ 
ist’s W'ork at greatly reduced wages. 
“The condition of the rolling stock 
of the company is very 
much 
run 
down and very little 
prospects 
of 
getting repairs made. 
The company 
has a lot of men employed, but very 
few of them are sk illed mechanics. 
Besides, many of them claim they 
(lid not come here 
to 
work —they 
w'ere hired as strik e break ers. 
And 
thç strik e break ers are a 
class 
of 
men who are of no benefit 
to 
any 
community. 
The 
men 
employed 
here do not spend one single cent in 
Sedalia. 
They eat and sleep on the 
company’s right of w'ay, their food 
being furnished under 
contract 
by 
persons w'ho do not 
patronize 
the 
îuerchants of Sedalia in 
the 
least, 
but ship all provii^ons used; and the 
company furnishes (he strik e break ­ 
ers their clothes and tobacco in most 
•nstanceé, and, we have been relia­ 
bly informed, pays 
thcmi 
forty-one 
cents per hour. Then, too, the strik e 
break ers are a class of men who do 
not remain in one place any length 
of time. 
As soon as the 
strik e

settled, whether w'on, lost

they are not the class of mechanics 
the company wants when they can 
get competent men.
